In response to the Office Action mailed September 24, 2003, including an 
election of species requirement. Applicants hereby elect: 

1 . A polymeric composition wherein the polymer is synthesized by reacting a 
monomer selected from unsaturated carboxylic acids, their esters, anhydrides or 
mixtures thereof with a first amine; and subspecies 

C. A process for rendering the surface of a substrate antimicrobial, comprising 
the steps of providing a polymer, mixing the polymer with a cross linking agent and an 
antimicrobial agent and coating at least a portion of the substrate with a polymer 
solution. 

Claims corresponding to species 1 include claims 1-7 and 13-23. Process 
claims corresponding to species 1 include claims 24-32, 36-44, and 48-59. 
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The Examiner has indicated that claim 1 is generic. Applicants note that, in 
addition to claim 1 , claims 1 3-23 are generic with respect to the species of polymers 
designated in the Office Action. Applicants also note that independent process claims 
24-28, 36-40, and 48-52 are all generic with respect to the species of polymers 
designated in the Office Action. 

Claims corresponding to process subspecies C include claims 48-59. 

Applicants reserve the right to file a continuation application covering the non- 
elected subject matter and/or to receive consideration of claims to additional species as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.141, upon allowance of any claim that is generic. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for 
allowance. Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully 
requested. The Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned by telephone if it is felt 
that a telephone interview would advance the prosecution of the present application.
